No Official Confirmation yet of the Relie% 


Kruger Reported t) have again Sued for 
Peace. Many Boers arc Surrendering. 
Reported that Entire Boer Fcre> at Mafe- 
king was Captured.

Winnipeg, May 19, ’00. 
London, May 19: As the result of 
the news of the relief of Mafeking on 
May 16th, London’s millions spent 
half the night in ihe streets, and even 
at 4 o’clock this morning troops a? 
young men were promenading, sing- 
ing and cheering and there ‘were 
crowds in front cf the Mansion House, 
Marlborcugh House, the clujy on 
Pali-Mall, war office and in parlia- 
met square, waving flags and joining 
in singing national airs. No details 
have been received yet. This sustain- 
ed bellowing and uproar from} hua- 
dreds of thousands of throats amazes 
Englishmen who cease for the moment 
to be actors and beceme merely obser- 
ars. Sober, phlegmatic London is be- 
side itself with emotion. Gusifg of 
pxtriotism have set the town quiver- 
ing twice or thrice before in war, but 
nothing has equalled to-night’s. hun- 
dreds of square miles of aimost fur- 
icus demorstraiions. It was curious 
for an onlooker to see solemn, gray- 
haired men throw their opera hats in- 
to the air and join in hurrahing and 
cheers when a wreath crowned banner 
with a portrait of Col. Baden-Powell 
on it was borne along Piccadilly. Smart 
women in broughams waved» Union 
Jacks from windows and conventional 
family parties stopped at street corn- 
ers to take part in singing “God Save 
the Queen” and “Soldiers of «the 
Queen.” 
Everywhere was good feeling and an 
astounding roar of human voices. 
London fire insurance laws make 
fire works impossible and tha city 
lacked the blaze of illumination which 
(characterizes American cities in 
similar rejoicing. The Britisher there- 
fore relies upor his lung power and 
from St. Paul's Cathedral to fWest- 
wiaster Abbey, and. up through Pic- 
cadiily to Hyde Park, a Niagara-like 
roar was ifcessantly rising and {all- 
ing, hour after hour, as surging nrass- 
es poured through London's thorough- 
fares like processions on an American 
presidential election. At Carlton. Ho- 


tel, which is friled with Americand 
bands- played “Marching Threugh 
Georgia,” which has beer recently 


adapted to an English song entitled 
“Marching to Pretoria’” “Dixie,” and 
other American airs were also played. 

Ten thousand peop!e stood in front 
of Mrs. Baden-Powell’s hcuse, cheering 
and singing and a score of cabs 
brought her congratulations. 

Miss Baden-Powell, coloue.’s sister, 
said; ‘The same tale has been brought 
us many times during the last anx- 
ious months. The war oifice promis- 
ed us the earliest information. We 
only hope it is true.” 

London, May i8: Centinental cit- 
ies, as press telegrams abundantly 
testify, received the news sadly of the 
‘relief of Mafeking. From mention of 
“Laager” in a Pretoria despatch it is 
understood here that prior to the rais- 
ing of the siege of Mafeking, Boer’s 
laagers around that place were bom- 
barded vigorously by the British re- 
lief column and burghers were prac- 
tically compelled.to abandon siege. 

Winnipeg, May, 21. 

London, May 21: Displayed - in 
its most  conspicious style the Ex- 
press*as its dominant war news this 
morning says: 

“We have the best reason for stating 
that in the lest 24 hours a telegram 
hus been received at the foreign office 
tddressed personaliy to the Prime 
Minister from President Kruger-pro- 
posing term of peace. The exact 
terms of the message cannot be stated 
but we believe it is couched in an ex- 
ceedingly humble strain. It is in- 
tonceivable, of course, that Lord Salis- 
bury can have sent any reply except 
the one that stands ready on the lip 
of every Britain; Ungonditional sur- 
render.’* 

A dispatch from Kronstad says that 
Commandant Dewet has sent word 
to Roberts that he is prepared to sur- 
render conditionally, with his entire 
commando. Commander in chief also 
reports that 2 field cornet and eighty 
six burghers have surrendcred}at Bas- 
hof! De Wet, when working about 
Wepener, had an army of several 
thousand men, His submission to the 
British would practically wipe out 
the main part of the Free State forces 
as a factor in war, leaving only the 
‘Transvaalers and a few straggling 
Free Staters to continue the struggle. 


London, May 21: The  boibterous 
rejoicings over news from Mafeking 
became riots in parts of London, Ab- 
erdeen, belfast and ‘elsewhere, in Unit- 
ed Kingdom. Im the Finchley district, 


suburban London, mobs stoned ‘the 
railway stationmaster’s house and 
smashed windows of a drapers 7shop

setting the building on fire also, 
thouzh whether by accident or 


sizn is not yet known. Twi clerks 


were injured. Houses of Boson sym- 
pathizers at Harlesden were aitack- 
ed by large crowds and windcws were 
smshed. The police charged the mob 
and were greeted with a shower of 
decayed Yeggs. Numero; arrests 
were made by the po'ice- and the re- 
serves were called ont. Riotinty 
curred at Aberdeen from 7 to 10 on 
SCHR evening around tha whact 
whore a “stop the war” meeting was 
being mddressed by Cronwright{ 
Schriener, husband of Olive Schriener. 
Several arrests were made and {inally 
the chief magistrate ordered the chief 
coustable to call-out the military:-The 
Gordon Highlanders from the Castle 
barracks then cleared the streets.

It left Kimberley on May 4th 
with thirty-five wagons containing 
stoves and ammunition, and four guns 
of the Horse Artillery and two Max- 
ims, and moved west along the railway 
without meeting opposition.

Coming back to the preseni case 
Sir Louis pointed out that parliament 
was now sitting three and one-half 
months.

The 
member for Halifax felt that he was 
blamable in this regard and therefore 
tendered an explanation That ex- 
pianation was that he moved it thir- 
after the House met and 
although too late to be dealt with 
by| a motion, in that way this session 
he thought that the premier should 
have permitted it to go through as 
au unopposed motion. The premier 
had no more right over the matter of 
that kind than the most humble mem- 
ber of the House. When a member 
asked any motion to stanc, when it 
was up as an unopposed motion, then 
the premier couldn’t do anything else 
but say stand. When Mr. Borden 
wanted his motion to go through as 
an unopposed motion, Mr. Britton and 
Mr. McLennen both said to let it stand 
as they wished to talk to it, and the 
premier had to say stand. There were 
sufficient means in the courts to deal 
with ail matters which wouid arise in 
connection with corrupt practices in 
In the first place there was 
the Controverted Elections Act and in 
addition to that there was « statuie 
passed ir 1886 for the purpose of en- 
abling any 25 electors wha would sign 
a petition to get an official enquiry 
before the courts. If it was thought 
that there was corruption in any con- 
stituency then 25 electors could at 
once get an investigation by present- 
ing of parliament to the governor-gen- 
eral sixty days after eiection and 
\ithin fourteen days of the next meet- 
ing of parliament. The governor-gen-

or defence, and the impossibility of 
properly examining and cross examin-~- 
ing the witness to reach conclusions 
on disputed questions of fact." = > 

Mr. Poweli, Westmoreland followed.

He read an affi- 
davit from Pritchett made in: the 
United States, saying that he was in 
constituencies teaching deputies how 
to substitute ballots. 

Mr. Britton, in reply, said that the 
conservative organizer, Barker, Ham- 
ilton, purchased this affidavit.

TREASON AT THE CAPE. 

John A. Ewan, in a recent letter to 
the Globe, speaks in the following 
terms of the disaffection existing in 
Cay2 Colony, and the danger of this 
spirit causing disaster to British in- 
terests if the tide of war had mot 
turned when it did. 


I am thorough!y convinced that an- 
other repulse of a considerable British 
‘orce would have set in motion a wave 
of rebellion in Cape Colony that would 
have been the most disastrous event in 
this war. The loyal inhabitants of the 
eolony, men of English blood though 
they be, would have been no barrier to 
this movement. They are for the most 
part residents of towns and,cities, mer- 
chats and clerks, and such like. Those 
wh> are not that are already ‘ in 
th efield in the various colonial forces 
The Dutch, on the other hand, are 
jarmers, fearless horsemen, springbok 
huuters, the sort of men who, go shoot- 
ing partridges and snipe with a rifle, 
ind are, therefore, ready-made mount- 
ed infantry of a superior kind. The 
up ising of these men along the lines 
of communication would have been a 
disester of enormaus proportions. The 
British military authorities showed 
they recognized the danger by sending 
two columns converging on the breed- 
ing-ground of disaffection. The rebels

‘PARLIAMENT. 

Ina reply to Mr. Morin, Hon. W. 8. 
Fieiding, recently said that 
the lean of the G. T. R. mentioned in 
the public accounts of $15,- 
142,633, represents the amount of de- 

. bentures issued for ihe G. T: R. before 
confede nation and has stood unchang- 
ed at these figures since. The rate 
of interests was 6 per cent} per annum. 


No portion of either principal of inter- 
est has been paid to the government. 
The interest due as shown im the pub- 
lie accounts is not compounded, No 
interest has been charged against the 
company since coufederation. This is 
included in the special account; $7,302 

in the public accounts, one helf year’s 
interest to June 30, 1866, on $243,406, 
balance found to be due by the G. T. 
R. company on settlement of old dif- 
Werernwes. By the G. T. R. account of 
18R8¢ the claims of the Dominion were 
made to rank afier common stock’ and 
the securities of the company. The 
present government are therefore pre- 
cluded from enforcing these claims un- 
til after the holders of the company’s 
common stock have receivad a divi= 
dend. In the meantime the company 
is entitled to receive any money that 
may become due to it from the govern- 
ment for service rendered. ' 


_ In reply to Mr. Puitee, Mr. Field- 
ing said that the government had un- 
der consideration the necessity ai 
transferring printins paper to the free 
list, but no decision had been reached. 

A bill was recentiy introduced by 
Mr. Sutherland, acting minister of in- 
terior, proposing to authorize the 
government to relieve from all Jiabil- 
ity endorsers or bondsmen whi hiave 
become surety for those who have re- 
weived seed grain at different times 
since 1886. Where advances of Sciek 
ztain have been made in the rast it 
has been customary to require per- 
sons receiving the advance not only’ to 
give their homesteads as security, but 
also to furnish bonds from two other 
‘persons. The result of this has been 
that not only the se:tler who receiv- 
ed the advance, but his bondsmen as 
well Lave been harassed and in many 
cases subjected to what would appear 
unfair treatment in having their pat- 
ents for their lands held in consequen- 
ce of the indebtedness of anothen, By 
the propesed legislation it is intended 
to accept tue liability of the person 
who abtained the advance only, and 
to relieve the bondsmen from all lia- 
biiity. The bill was read a second time 
on, the 10th. 

In reply to Mr. Clarke, Toronto, Dr; 
Borden said that tae Allan line and 
the Elder Dempster people were the 
companies who transported the two 
Canadian contingents to South Africa. 
For the first contingent the company 
charged £35 per officer, £30 for non- 
commissioned officers and £22 for men 
an horses. On the second contingens 
the charge was 20 shillings per ton 
_ and the company supplied provisions 
for the men, for which they: will be re- 
imbursed at reasonable prices. 


Mr. Charlton called attention to the 
cable from Paris that stated that the 
Gamadian exhibition was not to beclos- 
ed on Sundays, while the United States 
exhibition ‘ouilding was to be closed. 
Mr. Fisher pointed out that the Brit- 
ish portion of the exhibition was to 
be open and no exception could be made 
of the Canadian portion of it. He was 
not satisfied that the United States 
building was to be closed. Lord Strath- 
cona and Mr. Tarte did all that they 
could to secure this matter. The only 
way that Canada should act was 
through the Imperial commission. 

There was an hour’s discussion when 
the House met on Tuesday on the adop- 
tion of the report of the debates com- 
mittee. For years past there has 
been a great deal of trouble over the 


French translation of Hansard. The 
difficulty began in 1887 when. the 
late Sir Adolphe Chapleau, then Mr. 


Chafpleau, dismissed two of the trans- 
laters for taking part in politics in 
Quebec. This introduced in the ques- 
tion of appointment and to get fin- 
ally rid of this the committeq now 
made all membens of the staff stand 
an examination as to fitness. , This 
was done and the result of the examin- 
ation was embodied in the report of the 
committee presented to the House. By 
this report the name of S. Gelinas, 
who for 16 or 17 years was on the 
etaif, was dropped. Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier said that it was represented ‘to 
him that Gelinas was well qualified 
for the work although not so expert 
as some others and on account of his 
long service his claims on the govern- 
ment ought to be recognized. He had 
not. spoken to any member off the com- 
mittee on the subject, but laid the 
matter before them as it was told to 
him. The House adopted the report. 


During the discussion o7 the bill to 
amend the criminal code, Mr. Puttee, 
referring to the clause which dealg 
with conspiracy and combinations in 
restraint of trade, said that the section 
as it stood, according to the minister 
justice, would place the trades or- 
ganizations at the mercy of any one 
who chose to set the law in operation. 
He protested against working men be- 
ing deprived of the right they now en- 
josed of combining for their own pro- 
tection, He movel that thi Pprovisca 
in the urginal bill that nothing’ in this 
section shall be construed to apply to 
combinations of workingmen and em- 
ployees for their own reasonable pro- 
tection as such workingmen and em- 
Bloyess be reinstated. This was 
agreed to. : 

Dr. Borden introduce a bill to 
amend the militia act. He explained 
that the amendment was fer the pur- 
pose of giving power to the govern- 
ment to appoint colonels. At present 


+ 
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the highest officers that couid be ap- 
pointed was a lieutenant-colonel. Tha 
only exception was that ths quarter- 
master general and the adjutant-gen- 
eral may. be colonels. There was a‘ de- 
mand for this in the militia. Dr. Bor- 
den pointed out that a great many 
gentlemen now were appointed hon- 
orary lieutenant-colenels of regiments, 
end it was thought that in the case 
of men of high position in this coun- 
try it should be the same as in Eng- 
land. Besided there were members 
in the militia foree wha were well 
qualified te be colonels. The bill was 
read a first time, after discussion. 

Mr. Fielding, in reply to Mr. Prior, 
said that the zovetnment had been 
considering the qvesiion of establish- 
ina mint in Canada, buti such a mint 
as Australia had would not serve the 
phrpose +f Canada. The sovereigns of 
Australia were the same as that ‘or 
Britain, but it would be different 
with the Canadian dollar or $5..

THE PREE STATE METROPOLIS. 

Frederick Hamilton, the Globe's spe- 
cial correspondent at the front, has 
a splendid article in a recent issue of 
his paper descriptive of Bloemfontein, 
The following paragraphs give a good 
id2a, of the town. i 


“Heavy, flat-topped kopjes, tree-be- 
sprinkled beyond the wont of hills in 
this land, lie to the east ward of Bloem- 
Yonteiny Westward lies a flat and sing- 
ularlyl evel plain, curling townwards 
into a ‘tiny. ridge, sinking then: sharply 
into the spruit-threnided ‘ hollow, 
wherein nestles that most metropoli- 
tan of villages, the charming capital 
oi the Free State. 

“The oddest air of size sits upon the 
tiny town. Guarantee of bigness would 
seem to be assured by the market 
square, the heart of the town. Tho 


high-piled block of the pustoffice looks 


lengthwise, over the antique Dutch 
murket house in the certre, to the red- 
bricked Bloemfontein Club at the 
southern end of the iong rectangle. The 
sides of the square are brave with 
hotels of suprising merit, banks, ‘e- 
partmentai stores, every token of -the 
existence of a mercantile centre of no 
mean order. The Free State’s business 
is done in this market square, and the 
Free Staie has been a ramarkably pros- 
perous aud well-ordered little country. 
Around this centre the public 
bu‘idinzgs which mark a capital,and as 
ane inspects them he realizes that the 
Free Staite has been efficiently govern- 
ed). i 

The town musters some 3,500 
white inhabitants. Yet the curious as- 
pect of size clings to the ‘streets in 
which the handfufl of — population 
dwells. Some singuiar skill in town 
bu‘iding these Dutch and English Free 
Staters must have, for they have com- 
bined elbow-room with compactness in 
a manner which e'udaa definition. 
Wide gardens surround the houses, yet 
the streets march methodically on in 
close order until the country is unex- 
pectedly reached; none of the gradual 
scattering inseparable from the out- 
skirts of the small town on the North 
American continent. Perhaps the in- 
dividualistic jealously which has rear- 
ed a seven-foot stone wall, formidably 
spoked around each garden gives the 
look of continuity to the streets, with 
their air of grav# self-consciousness 
and their sudden termination in the 
veldt or kopje side. Every. indication 
of long-established permanence the 
town possesses, and jet it is not old. 
The Great Trek itseif is within the 
memory of man. Dutch singleness of 
thought; English alertness—the com- 
bination is pleasant enough.. 


O? the 3,500 white people who live | 


here fuily 2,000 are of our own blood 
and tongue. Bar Johannesburg, it js 
the most English town north of the 
Orange river. The business of the 
town is almost wholly in the hands of 
English-speaking merchants, and a 
few years ago, before tha wretched 
race question arose, the English char-

ABOUT PAARDEBERG.~ 

In the Paardeberg fight some Cana- 
dians in taking refuge in the trenches 
were bayoneted by Gordons, who mis- 
took them for Boers. One Canadian 
describes his experiences thus: “We 
went into the trenches before the Boer 
laagery We had to go about half a 
mile to the end of the trench with our 
heads nearly touchinz our knees. We 
were under fire ali day from their 
snipers, and we improved our time by 
broadening and deepening thie tren- 
ehes. Then came the night attack. 
Our orders were to advance about! 6C9 
yards if we came upoa no trenches. 
The front rank was to cover the rear 
rank, who were to entrench them- 
selves, and they carried shovel fand 
pick. The Gordons were left in the 
trenches, The reziment advancel 
slowly, but of necessiiy there was a 
good deal of noise. After going about 
two hundred yards some of the men 
stumbled over some tin biscuit boxes 
which had been set up as a mark.Tha 
Boers at once opened fire upon us at 
about fifty yards from the trenches. 
Every flash looked as if was point 
ed directiy at me. We dropped Jike 
one man, and as we had strict orders 
not to fire no reply was made. I ex- 
pected that we would fire a few rounds 
and then charge the trenches. But 
the order came to retire. For’a few 
moments we were a regiment of sprin- 
ters, and Ili bet all previous recorc# 
broken. I sailed off at my best pace 
for the tremches and fell into them 
before I could say anything. I lanc- 
ed on top of a sleepy Gordon, whd 
with the nelp of a friend immediately 
proceeded fo bayonet me. I #éxplain- 
ed burriedly who I was, and got noth- 
ing worse than a gouge on the back 
of my hand and the side of the lez. 
My leg does not trouble me at all and 
I have the use of my hand now. It 
seems that we accomplished what was 
wanted, i, e., we drew the attention
